‘Having never been in the northern 
tion, | know but comparatively li 
honey resources, [ am better a quainted 
with south Florida, and consider the coast 
counties lying south of the nortern limis 
of the mangrove tree(a little north of twenty- 
ni inth parallel) unsurpassed for the industry.” 

‘Does the south possess advantages over 
the north for improved bee culture?’ 

“It unquestionably does. Here we experi- 
ence no losses from the diseases which tre- 
quently ruin whole apiaries in a short time at 
the north. I have never seen or known of a 
diseased colony of bees in the state. Foul 
broods are unknown. Theenemies are toads, 
dragon tlies, ants, moths and birds; but Ital- 
ian bees, well atteaded, will keep '80 strong 
in numbers that the combined efforts of their 
enemies seem to affect them but little. Then 
we are not compelled to incur expense and 
frequent losses in wintering. Our colonies 
remain upon the stands the year round. 

‘‘Another advantage is the length of the 
honey gathering season. There are usually 
three and sometimes four honey seasons, 
with honey droughts between, each year. I 
will quote from an article of mine, published 
in the Florida Agriculturist of November 9, 
i881: ‘Our bees winter perfectly on the sum- 
mer stands and gather honey on pollen every 
month in the year. The tirst honey flow 
commences about the Ist of February and 
swarming about the 10thof March. In April 
or May we usually have aeyhon drought of a 
few weeks, sufficient to check the swarming 
fever. Then comes the saw-palmetto, sweet 
bay, bass wood, etc., giving a good flow of 
very heavy honey, of lig ht, amber color, and 
excellent flavor. This tlow lasts until the 
cabbage palmetto and mangrove come in, 
the last of June. From this on until 
about the 10th of Auge the 
flow is continuous and heayy, the hon@? as 
handsome ascan be produced, and of vyry 
fine flavor. A resting spell now comes ior 
the bees, which lasts until the middle of Se)- 
tember, when the fall flowers, and later, tl 
saw-palmetto berries yield a surplus of darker 
honey, suitable for winter supplies or spring 
feeding. Some of the leading honey and 
pollen-prodtucing trees are the maple, willow, 
sweetgum, the bays, orange, myrtle, oak, 
basswood, hickory, youpon, mockolive, saw- 
palmetto, cabbage-palmetto and mangrove, 
the last two ol which come together, in the 
middle of the summer, afd are unequaled as 
honey-producers y anything else in the whole

‘They carried 
portable stoves on which thev roasted their 
curious game, Uther Chinamen greedily de- 
voured the grasshoppers, paying a penny for 
tei.

The council numbered 29 delegates, but there were 
over 200 Indians constantly in attendance. The 
council was in session nearly six days and the 
greatest good will and harmony prevailed. The 
meeting was held in the Coun: il house, in the beau- 
tiful district of Qualla, which inc ludes 52,000 acres 
of fertile land Jyinug along the Oconolufta, one of 
the clearest and most beautiful streams of Carolina. 

_On the first Thursday in September next there 
will be held an election for firstand second chiefs 
and fora council man from every section having 
a hundred or a fraction ofa hundred Cherokees, 
These ballots will be counted and the tally-rolis 
certified to by a proper otlicer and borne to the 
council house in North Carolina, where the _— 
Li0u8 will be declared, the chiefs inaugurated and 
the council—legislature—organized. Ail male per- 
sons having Cherokee blood in their veins. sixteen 
years old, are eutitled to vote. So also are all white 
males having married into Cherokee blood. 

The present chiefs are candidates for re elec lion, 
viz: Forfirstchief, Nimrod Jarrett smith: for: 
ond chief, Coweny Sownuky. Itis betieved they 
will both be re-elected, Yhey hold office for two 
years. 

Such is a brief history ofan important council o 
this remarkable Indian tribe, a sketeh that will in- 
terestevery reader of the Democrat. 

In the west, towhich the Cherokees were forced 
in 1538 by 2,000 federal bayonets, uuder General 
Scott, they have prospered beyond ali other tribes. 
They have therea good goverpment, good lawsa 
competent judiciary; a general council, or legisla- 
ture, good schools, good churches, anda virtuous 
population. Their dwellings are comfortable, have 
several important faciories and are good farmers.
